Site of Sf. t*anl'« Cathedral- 


Three cathedrals hare occupied the 


present site of St. Paul's. London's 
famous church. Ethelbert. King of 
Kent, founded the first in tie year 
610. 
and it was destroyed by fire in 


KS7. The second cathedral, or "ol-i 
SI. Paul's." was soon after built, and 
proved to be a great church. 690 feet 
long. 130 feet broaJ arid a tower and 
spire 520 feet high, which was higher 
than the great pyramid 
of Egypt. 


Man;.- strange things took place in 
the old church. The first lottery in 
England was drawn at the west door 
of St. Paul's in 1569. This old church 
v. as finally destroyed by fire in 1666. 
Sir Christopher Wren made a model

opulent or poor. Here again, as often 
happens when we study the manner* 
of this spirited and mysterious little- 
people, the provisions of human logic 
are utterly at fault. It would be nat- 
ual that the bees should defend des- 
perately 
treasures so laboriously 


amassed, a city such as we find in 
good apiaries, where the nectar, over- 
flowing the numberless cells that rep- 
resent thousands of casks piled from 
cellar to garret, streams in golden sta- 
lactites along the rustling walls, and 
sends far afield, in glad response to 
the ephemeral perfumes 
of 
calyces 


that are opening, the more lasting per- 
fume of the honey that keeps alive the 
memory of calyces 
that 
time 
has 


closed. Now this is not the case. Ths 
richer their abode the less eagerness 
they display to fight around it. Open 
or turn over a wealthy hive; if you 
take care to drive the sentries from 
the entrance with a puff of smoke. It 
will be extremely rare for the other 
bees to contend with you for the liquid 
booty conquered from the smiles, from 
all the charms of the beautiful azure 
months. Try the experiment; I prem- 
ise you impunity, if you touch only tie 
heaviest hives. 
You can turn them 


over and handle them: those throb- 
bing flagons are perfectly harmeless. 
What does it m?an? Have the fierce 
amazons lost coin-age? 
Has abund- 


ance unnerved them, and have they, 
after the manner of the too fortunate 
inhabitants of luxurious towns, dele- 
gated the dangerous duties to the un- 
happy mercenaries that keep watch 
at the gates? Xo. it has never been 
observed that the greatest good for- 
tune relaxes the valor of the bee. On 
the contrary, the more the republic 
prospers the more harshly and severe- 
ly are its laws applied, and the work- 
er in a hive where superfluity accu- 
mulates labors much more zealously 
and much more pitilesly than her sis- 
ter in an indigent hive. There are 
other reasons which we cannot v.-holly 
fathom, but which are lilcely reasons, 
if only we take into account the wild 
interpretation that the poor bee must 
place on our inordinate doings. See- 
ing suddenly her huge dwelling-place 
upheaved, overturned, half opened, she 
probablj- imagines that an inevitable, 
a natural catastrophe is occurring, 
against which it were madness 
to 


struggle. She no longer resists, but 
neither does she flee. Admitting the 
ruin. It looks as though already, in her 
instinct, she saw the future dwelling 
that she hopes to build with the ma- 
terials of the gutted town. She leaves 
the present defenceless to save the 
hereafter. 
Or else, perhaps dnes^-shf 


like the dog in the fable, "the dog T.hat 
carried his master's dinner round his 
neck," knowing that all is irreparably 
lost, prefer to die taking her share ol 
the pillage, and to pass from life to 
death in one prodigious orgy? We do 
cot know for certain. How should we 
penetrate the motives of the bee. when 
those of the simplest actions of our 
brothers are beyond our ken?—Maur- 
ice Maeterlinck, in Harper's Maga- 
zine for August.

Brown Sugar Gate — Two cups light 


brown sugar, four cups of flour, one- 
half cup of butter, three eggs, one tea- 
spoonful of soda dissolved in a cup of 
milk, two teaspoonfuls of cream tar- 
tar sifted in the fiour, and one cup of 
stoned raisins, chopped very fine. Stir 
all iasreclients well together, and bake 
in a rather slow oven about three- 
quarters of an hour. 
Add one tea- 


spocnful of mixed spices if desired. 


Ccerry Fritters— Mix one-fourth cup 


each cf cornstarch and flour; add half 
a cup of sugar and a pinch of salt; 
stir in one-fourth cup of milk and add 
the beaten yolks of two eggs; add this 
gradually to two cupfuls of scalding 
miik; stir until thickened and cook 
fiftc-cn minutes: add half a cup of 
stewed cherries (no liquor/; turn into a 
buttered shallow tin and cool; turn out 
on a board; ctt in squares or diamonds; 
dip in flour, egg and crumbs; fry in 
deep fat; drain; sprinkle with pow- 
dered sugar. 


Cucumber Pickles — Gather small cu- 


cumbers while dry and -while fresh and 
ericp, psck in two quart glass jars and 
cover with a brine made of one quart 
of water and half a cup of salt and let 
them stand over night. Then pour off 
the brine and pack the cucumbers as 
closely as possible in the jars. Make a 
pickle ia following proportions: One 
cup strong cider vinegar, third of a 
cup of water, half a cup of sugar, two 
sticks of cinnamon, broken into bits. 
and a dozen whole cloves tied in a piece 
of muslin. Let the vinegar ccme to a 
boil, then pour over the cucumbers, 
filling level full; seal at once and they 
will keep a very long time or can be 
used in a few days.

HIAWATHA IN OJIBWAY. 


AN INDIAN PLAY ACTED BY INDIAN 


CHARACTERS.

Wholly apart from the spectacular 


attractiveness of the play, there is a 
significance in the performance of 
the Ojibway 
Indian drama "Hia- 


watha," 
presented daily at Hih..«i- 


tha C?.mp, Desbarats, Ont., whica ren- 
ders it worthy the interested attention 
of all who view the Indian as a ro- 
mantic figure or systematically con- 
cern themselves as to his welfare, 
writes Wm. E. Brighain in the Boston 
Transcript. Of all American Indians, 
only the Ojibway is increasing in num- 
bers, yet his contact with the white 
man has cost him his nationality and 
hi;; dominion, which formerly included 
the lands as far east as the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence and Western Massachusetts. 
His aaec-Jstral home, however, was the 
country about Lakes Superior and Hu- 
ron, where the tribe concentrated early 
before tae abvancing whites. At pres- 
ent most of the Ojibways live oa tae 
Canauiaa side of the lakes. The tribe 
has attained a considerable degree of 
civilization, and the Ojibways doubt- 
less are the best types of the abong- 
inal American in existence. A peace- 
loving folk, their family relations are 
singularly pure, most of them are de- 
vout Christians and. in a word, they 
utterly beiie the commonly accepted 
estimate of the Indian as a petty thief 
and a loafer. Unfortunately for ro- 
mance, however, the Ojibway learned 
the arts of the white man at the ex- 
pense of many of his own, and it is a 
gratifying fact that tlie presentation 
of the Indian play, under its peculiarly 
happy auspices, is destined to revive 
among the Indians a knowledge of 
the-r own ancient customs, ceremoni- 
als, arts and style of dress, which stood 
in grave danger of pas;iag away for- 
ever. 


The idea of the plaiv* originated -with 


L. O. Armstrong of Montreal, for more 
than 20 years a professional explorer 
•—if the term be permissible—who had 
built a neat summer house on one of 
the De-sbarats group of islands in Lake 
Huron, which for centuries have been 
the summer playground of tbe Ojib- 
ways. Mr. Armstrong, himself an ax- 
dent admirer cf Longfellow's pcem. 
•was delighted to find that the Indians 
were familiar with it. Sympathizing 
with the desire of their leading men to 
preserve their traditions, he suggest- 
ed that they should be embodied in a 
dramatic representation of the chief 
episodes in the career of Hiawatha. 
The Ojibways IOOK to the idea with 
enthusiasm, and, under 
Mr. Ann- 


aUong's direction, they made their first 
attempt at a national drama, when 
the three daughters of Longfellow vis- 
ited Desbarats, the nearest village to 
the tribe's playground, in 1900. 


When this memorable journey was 


made, the visitors were treated to a 
spectacle which, as Miss Alice M. 
Longfellow afterward wrote, '"possess- 
ed an Indescribable charm." The pres- 
entation was exceedingly crude, from 
the present-day point of view, never- 
theless its very simplicity 
and the 


manifest seriousness of the Indians 
charmed the guests exceedingly and 
Miss Longfellow described the play 
as "a most unique and interesting 
drama of the forest, with the broad 
stretch of lake in front and the for- 
est trees closing in on the scene." 
The Interest aroused was so great that 
other representations followed as a 
mater of course, until the performance 
of the national drama became an an- 
nual fixtures at Desbarats, and per- 
formances are now given daily from 
July 10 or 1-5 to Sept. I. and 
a. ccm- 


Cortable hotel and picturesque tepees 
afford ample accommodations for vis- 
itors. 


The reason for the crudity of the 


original performance Is worth noting. 
Most of them, as a matter of fact, had 
forgotten what the ancient garb of 
the tribe was, and such of the older 
generation as 
remembered 
lacked 


either the materials or the skill to 
make the proper costumes. As the 
Zunis excel in pottery and the Nava- 
hoes In blankets, so the ancient Ojib- 
ways were masters of that most beau- 
tiful of aboriginal arts, bead and por- 
cupine quill work, yet these Indians 
from the Garden River reservation 
(near Sault Ste. Marie) had not the 
slightest idea of artistic embroidery. 
Their leggins and moccasins were, in 
many cases, destitute of any but the 
most commonplace 
ornamentation, 


and their general appearance was far 
removed from that of the gorgeous 
personages of their tribal history ana 
the Longfellow epic. 


The indefatigable Armstrong, now 


heartily in love with the project, vis- 
ited the Smithsonlal institute at Wash- 
ington and reurned with drawings, 
photographs ana object-lessons which, 
to make a long story short, have been 
the meaas of restoring to the Ojibway 
the imposing dress in which his ances- 
tors made love and war, hunted and 
danced. The drama is cow "staged" 
upon a small island just out from a 
natural amphitheatre on the mainland 
at Kensington Point—or Hiawatha 
Camp, as it has been rechristened— 


and it Is "costumed" with the greatest 
skill and with absolute fidelity to 
originals. 


It is apaprent that the national pride 


of the Ojibways has been gret.tly stim- 
ulated by the attention their perform- 
ances have attracted, and they enter 
into them with much of the reverent 
spirit attendant upon the presenta- j 
tioa of the Passion Play. Visitors 
are quick to note the analogy between 
the two dramas and frequent refer- 
ence is made by them to Desbarats a* 
"The American Oberammergau." 


A drum used in the drama was once 


the property of Shingwauk, the most 
remarkable Ojibway of his time, and 
saw service at Queenstown Heights in 
the War of 1812. 


Hiawatha of the poem is the Hia- 


watha of the play, and it needs only 
a reasonable familiarity 
with 
the 


poesi to follow the action of the play 
understsndingly, even though it is 
given in the Ojibway tongue. 
The 


scene is an island fronting a natural 
amphitheatre on the mainland. On 
the y-giit of the stage, from the log 
sea*t3 of the spectators, is the tepee cf 
Nokcmis.

Walter Scott a« a Volunteer. 


The recent discovery in Edinburgh 


of a summons calling upon Sir Walter 
Scott, advocate, to attend and join 
the Edinburgh army reserve during 
the- troubled period of 1803, has been 
followed by the unearthing of Scott's 
reply. Dated from Lasswade Cottage,. 
July 22, 1803, and addressed to Mr. 
James Laing. clerk to tae lieutenancy 
of the city of Edinburgh, the letter 
reads as follows: "Sir—As I observe 
by the enclosed summons that I am.
